Designed for Fun and Stronger Units 


Hundreds of Chicago Council Packs, 
Troops and Explorer Units are in the 
count down and some have already 
launched their rockets in the 1961 Space 
Roundup whose purpose is to attract more 
Chicago Council boys to the Scouting pro- 
gram by inviting them to join units. The 
completion of each of 10 phases of a 
“Moon Shot’’ will be recorded on the 
awards. 


“Scout Booster” Emblem 


Each Scout recruiting a new boy into 
his Unit receives a Scout Booster Badge. 
Each Unit gets a large “Space Roundup” 
award chart upon signing up to partici- 
pate. Final Unit Awards go to Units 
earning 7 out of 9 star phases, plus “Hit- 
ting the Moon” by reaching their Unit 
New Boy Goal. Each top Unit Leader 
receives a certificate indicating the extent 
of his personal contribution towards 
giving Scouting to more boys. 

July 15 members of the District Com- 
missioner Staff or the District Committee 
began meeting with each Unit Leader, 
bringing materials to aid in new boy re- 
cruitment, helping decide the unit’s new 
boy goal, beginning phase 1. 

Phase 2 includes a Unit Committee 


meeting to help Unit Leaders accomplish 
remaining phases. Two summer activities 
should be conducted for phase 3, prefer- 
ably outdoors. A District August Round- 
table of adult representatives from each 
Unit will highlight phase 4. Fall program 
quarterlies, District 1961-62 Program 
Calendar copies and other Unit Program 
launching aids will be distributed. 


Key leaders of Units should meet and 
plan fall Unit programs, including the 
September Reunion Activity, to complete 
phase 5. The Unit Reunion, Activity can 
be used for the 1961-62 Program Year 
kick-off and complete phase 6. 


Uniform Day, October 2nd 


October 2, Uniform Day, Cub Scouts, 
Boy Scouts and Explorer Scouts will wear 
complete uniform all day, finishing the 7th 
phase. October is also the month to 
“roundup” inactive members and recruit 
new ones, registering each, and complet- 
ing phase 8. Phase 9 will be completed in 
November at a Family and Recognition 
Night program. December 31 the “moon” 
should be reached by achieving the new 
boy goal set by each unit, completing 
phase 10.
